Hard working livestock owners 
are putting the finishing touches 
on their prize animals-~getting 
them bathed and scrubbed and 
ready to be put on display at the 
L.A. County Fair in Pomona be- 
ginning Sunday. 

Teenage members of 4-H Clubs 
in the area are just as involved 
as experienced cattle owners, 
Fifteen year old Marlene Crepps 
of Upland, a member of the Mon- 
te Vista 4-H Club, is entering 
“Effrum’’ the male Suffolk- 
Cross sheep she’s been raising 
for her 4-H Club project since 
late May. Effrum is a market 
animal because of the type sheep 
he is. Ms. Crepps will hope to 
have him in good looking condi- 
tion to impress potential buyers 
and “get a high price’ at the 
livestock auction held after the 
competition, 

This is the second year Mar- 
lene has raised sheep for mar- 
ket, Last year her sheep ““Ras- 
cal’’ took first place in the heavy 
weight division and was nomin- 
ated for the Grand Champion 
award, She sold Rascal for 46¢ 
a pound at the San Bernardino 
County Fair in Victorville last 
summer and Sebastian, (who took 
second place) for 45¢ a pound, 
She took in a total of $91.71 
last year on the two sheep, She 


bought the two sheep for $40.00 


and had to pay for equipment, 
food, etcetra, so she considers

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Children Needing Homes Discussed 


Last week Alfred F, Coony, 
Community Relations coordin- 
ator for the San Bernardino Coun- 
ty Welfare Department, spoke to 
the Kiwanis Club of Alta Loma- 
Cucamonga atthe Arbor Restaur- 
ant in Upland on adoptable chil- 
dren. 

Coony repdérted that the li- 
censed Adoption Agency within 
San Bernardino County Welfare 
Department currently has some 
130 children under their supervi- 
sion. This is about 10 percent 
of the total number of county 
children who can’t live in their 
own homes and are in publicly 
supported programs, He said of 
the 130, less than half of the 
children are‘‘ready for adoption 
now’, Some aren’t legally ‘‘free”’ 
from their natural parents yet. 
Legally a child can’t be taken 
from its natural mother for a 
period of six months, 

Of the 130 children, the agency 
has but 4 infants and the vast 
majority are older or “hard to 
place” children that require 
special preparation and adjust- 
ment. 

San Bernardino County Adop- 
tion Agency is feeling the effect 
of three factors; liberalization of

than placing infants, He said the 
agency has a special unit of five 
socia] workers which work with 
adopted parents in a series ol 
training sessions to prepare them 
for the older child, 

Coony said most of the oldex 
children have been in different 
foster homes or institutions and 
may have emotional problems or 
other adjustment hangups, With
